Ottawa, Dec. .'{.—The Provincial 
government of British Columbiahas for- 
warded a minuto-of-council to the gov- 
ernment asking for a ro-nrrangomeut of 
the limits of the man-of-war anchorage 
at Constance Cove, Ksqniinalt. Hon. 
Mr. Tupper will report to the council 
on the matter.

The President Congratulates the 
Country Upon its Relations 



With Other Governments Reference to 
the Chinese Question, the Seal Fish- 
ery, the U.S. Boundary, Etc 

WASHINGTON, Dec. .'!.- The Presi- 
dent's message was read in the house to- 
day. The document in full contained 
about fourteen thousand words. The 
message proceeded to congratulate the 
country on its continued good relations 
ami correspondence with other govern- 
ments, and welcomed the delegates to 
the pan-American and maritime con- 
ferences. 

CHINESE QUESTION'. 

It said in reference to the Chinese 
question, that while the country's 
supreme interests demanded the ex- 
clusion of a laboring element, which ex- 
perience has shown to be incomplete 
with its social interests, all steps to 
compass this imperative need should be 
accompanied with a reorganization of 
the claims of these strangers now law- 
fully among us, to human and just 
treatment. The president then says: 

On the pait of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada an effort has been 
apparent during the season now ended 
to administer the laws and regulations, 
applicable to fisheries, with as little oc- 
casion lor friction as possible, and tem- 
perate resolutions to that government, 
in respect to causes of undue hardship, 
or of harsh interpretations, have been 
in most cases met with measures of 
transitory relief, it is trusted that the 
at taintnent of our just rights, under ex- 
isting treaties anil in virtue of the con- 
current legislation of the two contigu- 
ous countries w4il not be long deferred, 
and that all existing causes of difference 
may be equitably adjusted. 

THE I', s. BOUNDARY. 

I recommend that provision he made, 
by international agreement, for visibly 
marking the outer boundary between 
the United States and Canada in the 
narrow channels that join the great 
lakes. The conventual line therein 
traced by the North Western Boundary 
survey, years ago, is not in all cases 
readily ascertained for the settlement of 
jurisdictional questions. 

Tin: KILLING 01' SEALS. 

The President alludes to the act of 
March 2nd, 1889, relating to the killing 
of seals and other fur-bearing animals 
and states a refuge station is to be es- 
tablished at Point Barrow.

GLADSTONE'S LATEST UTTER- 
ANCES. 

He Takes Advanced (Iround on the Ques- 
tion of Home Utile. 

London, Dec. 2. -A mooting of the 
Liberal Federation began in Manchester 
to-day, Gladstone delivered :m address, 
lie said the local government bill did 
not meet the legitimate demands of the 
country. 

fie advocated granting county coun- 
cils the [lower of taxation, control of the 
police and the liquor traffic; care of the 
poor, the power to deal with the ques- 
tion of ground rents and form district 
councils. He would go further, and es- 
tablish the parish principle of govern- 
ment, thus conveying to the rural pop- 
ulation the first elements of their public 
education and create a sense of public 
duty, which is the highest aim of the 
st at esman. 

""Provisions for direct Scottish and 
Welsh home rule, Gladstone said, must 
be dealt with by future parliaments, 
lie referred to his approaching eigh- 
tieth birthday, and said it was not 
probable he should have it direct inter- 
est in many future great reforms. Re- 
ferring to recent transactions in Crete 
and Armenia, he said it was difficult to 
deal with Turkey. He trusted the gov- 
ment would not use honeyed words in 
matters involving probably liberty and 
honor. The nineteenth century would 
not admit of apologies and palliation 
for cruelties and wickedness.

A OniOAGO GATHERING. 

London, Doc. 3.— A large company of 
gentlemen interested in the progress of 
Chicago by reason of their birth, resi- 
lience or business connections in that 
city, participated in the festivities of a 
grand banquet this evening, gotten up 
with the manifest object of persuading 
the guests and confirming the belief of 
themselves, that Chicago is the only 
available place in which to hold the Am- 
erican world's fair in 1892. It was u 
typical Chicago gathering in respect 
of business acuteness and enter- 
prise displayed by the representatives 
of that city, which even the festal sur- 
roundings failed to suppress in the 
least. Several speeches were made in 
the interest of the Western city, Betting 
forth its many advantages, not possessed 
by New York, and regretting the lack 
of the latter of any of the requisite 
facilities to carry people to the site of 
the exhibition. The most eloquent and 
persuasive address was delivered by E, 
F. Jeffery, formerly General Manager of 
the Illinois Central Railway. 

NATIONAL LEAGUE CONVENTION. 

Delegates from upwards of 100 bran- 
ches of the national league met in con- 
vention at Limerick to-day for the pur- 
pose of establishing a division of the 
tenants' defence league. Among those 
present were many priests and many 
government members of the na- 
tional party in parliament. 

ANOTHER ADDRESS BV GLADSTONE. 

Gladstone again addressed the Na- 
tional Liberal Federation at Manchester 
this evening. Ireland, he declared, was 
the first question of the day. The 
Tories would have been converted to 
Home Hole by now but for the action 
of the dissidents who split from the 
Liberal party. This had not occurred 
until Mr. Smith led the Tories to at- 
tempting to form a National party. Mr. 
( Hailstone severely criticized the action 
of the Unionist leaders in con- 
nection with Ireland, and asserted 
that the plan of campaign was 
entirely duo to the refusal of the gov- 
ernment to grant relief to the tenants lit 
the present time. He saitl there was 
less crime in Ireland than in England. 
The country, he declared, had clocrly 
expressed a desire that the administra- 
tion in Ireland bo changed, and tho 
Liberals were confident that the noxt 
election would bring such a change 
about. 

DOM PEDRO. 
The Brazilian steamer Alogoas, on 
which Dom Pedro ami his family are 
passengers, from Bio Janeiro, sailed 
from St. Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, 
on Dec. 1st. She was flying the old 
Brazilian flag in accordance with in- 
structions from the provisional govern- 
ment. Dom Pedro expresses himself ex- 
tremely gratified at the cordiality of his 
reception, lie maintains tho utmost 
reserve as to political questions, and his 
physicians require that persons who are 
admitted lo audience with him shall 
not refor in any way to the Brazilian 
revolution.

The "Temperance Trust" Fn<t. 

New York, Dec. 3. — Justice Law- 
rence to-day, in the Supreme Court 
Chambers, declined to approve the 
draft of the certificate of incorporation 
submitted to him by leading Prohibi- 
tionists of the United States. The 
scheme was to incorporate what should 
be known as the Prohibition Trust Fund 
Association, and its objects were staletl 
lo be to secure prohibition and suppres- 
sion by "law of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating beverages, and to that 
end, to hold in trust for the National 
Prohibition party property that it may 
receive or acquire and pay the same 
or tile iuconie thereof from time to 
time as the trustees of the society may 
direct to the treasurer of the national 
committee of the saitl party, or to such 
person as the said committee may desig- 
nate. Judge Lawrence says " The act 
of IS75 docs not authorize in my opinion 
the incorporation of a society to receive 
and hold property in trust lor a politi- 
cal party nor turn over the income of 
such property to tho treasurer or the 
committee of such a party."

Fire at Philadelphia Claims Six 
r More Victims. 



Mere Particulars About the Minneapolis 
Holocauit-RelleviiiK the Faniilles 
oftlio Victims. 



PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 2. — Tho three- 
story brick building at the corner of 
Second and Huntington streets was 
burned early Hub morning. The base- 
ment and lirat floor were used by Gus- 
tuve Gross as a bakery. The second 
floor was occupied as a dwelling by him- 
solf, wife and children. On the third 
floor dwelt Joseph Bitner, with his wife 
and six children. 

The fire burned so rapidly that before 
the occupants could be roused the fol- 
lowing were burned to death; Mfs. 
Annie BitneH, aged 35j Ida Bitner, aged 
3; George Bitner, aged !) months; Qua- 
tttvo Gross, jr., agotl 11; and Bruno 
Gross, aged 5. 

Mrs. Minnie Gross, Hattie Gross, 
Joseph Bitner and John BUanson were 
seriously injured. The other occupants 
escaped without serious hurt. 

Mrs. Minnie Gross died at tho hos- 
pital this afternoon, the fact of her be- 
ing in u delicate condition hastened bor 
death. 

THE MINNEAPOLIS IIOLOOAUST. 

Minneapolis, Dec. % — it has not yet 
beon definitely ascertained whother or 
not there are more bodies in the ruins 
of the Tribune building, it being im- 
possible to yet institute a thorough 
search. Who the men were who were seen 
to shoot themselves rather than sutler 
from thu Haines, has not been decided;

The British empire lias not yet ceased 
to expand, It continues to grow in 
spite of the eviuf-pt m<willi."^<icss of the 
Imperial Governinoht to increase ita do- 
main. In Africa, as in India, circutn- 
Btancca are such that it is in a maimer 
forced to extend ita jurisdiction over 
now areas and over tribes that require 
its protection and guidance. At one 
time the liritiah Government had deter- 
mined that come what might it would 
have nothing to do with that vast ex- 
tent of country north of Cape Colony. 
The native tribes might do as they 
pleased, and get out of the difficulties 
to which they wero exposed and into 
which they might fall as heat they 
could, it would have nothing more to 
do witli them. 'Plus resolution to allow 
the potty negro kings to stew in their 
own juice was broken aa often aa it was 
made. British missionaries went among 
the heathen to bring to them the glad 
tidings of salvation, and to teach them a 
better way of living in this world. Tho 
trader followed close upon the mission' 
ary, and then came the rancher and the 
miner. Some authority, other than that 
of the uncultivated savage, was required 
to regulate tho relations between the na- 
tives and the new-comers, and the Home 
Government was under the necessity of 
sending a representative as .High Com- 
missioner, Special Commissioner, or De- 
puty Commissioner u< look after the in- 
terest*] of tho British subjects who had 
wandered ao far into the wilda of Afri- 
ca, interference led to the establish- 
ment of a protectorate, and tho protec- 
torate waa hut the preliminary to sove- 
reignty. Rut the new responsibiltios 
were undertaken reluctantly, With de- 
niala and protests that were not by any 
means feigned. But it seemed aa if the 
Government was lighting against fate. 
It waa unable to subdue or even to di- 
rect the spirit of enterprise that bus 
made the British people tho greatest 
and most restless colonizers that the 
world lias ever seen, Where there is 
money to bo made by trading, where 
thero ia a goodly land to bo occupied, 
where metals and precious stones are 
known to exist, there Englishmen, Irish- 
men, and Scotchmen will go in spite of 
danger and difficulty, and without ask- 
ing leave of any one. Ouco there, they 
know that if they are not safe they will 
not he abandoned by their Govern- 
ment, And they are right. If none but 
savage tribea occupy a land which lirit- 
iah subjects see fit tosettle ill, that land, 
sooner or later, becomes British terri- 
tory. 

The methods of the British colonizers 
in these days, at any rate, arc not cruel 
and not, on tho whole, unjust to the un- 
civilized people among whom they set- 
tle. In Africa we have the word of a 
veteran missionary, the Rev. .John Mac- 
kenzie, that tile English are respected and 
trusted by the native tribes. The Eng- 
lish have acquired tlie reputation 
among them of being honest and truth- 
ful. They entertain a different opinion 
ol the African Dutchman, the Boor, and 
his kinsman the German. The African 

fears and hates them and will not wil- 
lingly submit to their nilo. 

In order, it would appear, to get 
clear of the trouble and the responsi- 
bility of acquiring more territory in 
.Southern Africa the British Government 
have given a charter to a great trading 
company, whoso field ol operations is tobe 
an immense area of Unoccupied, or rather 

partly occupied, land north of Cape Col- 
ony. The bind is described aa "tho region 
of South Africa lying immediately north 
of British Beohuanalaud and to the 
north and weal of the South African 
Republic, and to the west of tho Portu- 
guese dominions." The charter is 
granted to tho Duke of Aborcoro, the 
Duke of Fife, Lord Gilford, Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes, Mr. Albert, Beit, Mr. Albert 
Grey and Mr. Geo. Cuwston. Behind 
these names lie any amount of capital, 

aa Well aa great political and social infill- 

once. Thi! directors of the company 

must he British subjects, and it must 

have its domicile in Groat Britain, [t, 
as wo, have said before, is to act as the 

delegate of British authority over tho 

territory within ita jurisdiction. It is 
to resemble, in many of its features, tin 
old East India Company, though it it 
not likely thai it will live as long as 
that wonderful organization, or exorciao 
so powerful au Influence in the country 
over which it rules; for its function ia 
lo be governmental ax well as commer- 
cial. " It ia to preserve peace and 
order, and for that purpose, if nocos 
wary, to raise a force of police. 1 1 is 
directed to abolish by degrees any sys 
tern of slave trade <>i domestic) servl 



tuilo, and to prevent, bo far as possible, 
tho sulci of intoxicating liquors to tho 
natives." 

The country thus handed over to a 
trading company ia described all being 
great in extent and very rich in almost 
all tho elements of wealth. 

" Tho total area of this territory," 
the London Timoa says, " is three times 
as large as tho United Kingdom. In 
Mdtabolelund and Mashohuland the 
Company have a domain which the few 
white men who have traversed it vie 
with ono another In extolling. It ia 
rich, fabulously rich, wo are told in the 
precious metals and half a dozen others 
besides, in the uplands, where all this 
mineral wealth ia situate, forests full of 
elephants and big game alternate with 
cultivable land, which only heeds 
scratching to smile with corn and all 
kinds of agricultural wealth; the whole 
ia intersected by a network of unfailing 
streams; cattle fatten in peace un- 
plagued by their enemy the tactse tly, 
and lust and most Important of all, the 
climate ia an ideal one for Europeans. 
This Land of Goshen is inhabited by a 
comparative handful of savuges." 

Who will say that there is hardly 
standing room for the human race on 
the earth when such paradisical regions 
as the ono above described are still un- 
occupied ? it is not to be expected that 
the "handful of savages " who do not 
know how to use the bounties of nature 
showered upon them in such abundance, 
and who very probably aro incapable of 
learning, are to be left to occupy it un- 
disturbed. 

The company, no doubt, will bring 
into this country land-hungry people 
from Great Britain and elsewhere, and 
what has happened on this continent 
will take place there. Tho country 
will be transformed. It will bo niado 
to support millions in comfort whore 
now only a few thousands drag out a 
miserable existence, and the handful of 
savages will most likely be civilized out 
of existence. The fittest will survive. 

This new country is called Zambosia. 
it has, no doubt, a splendid future be- 
fore it, but the Rev. John McKenzie, in 
an article in the November number of 
the Contemporary Review, deprecates 
the idea of its being handed over to a 
chartered company, which ho character- 
without doubt a retrograde 
. return to old and discard- 
hit the company will be 
vml less vacillating in its 
colonial ollice, and we 
would not be at all surprised to see 
Zumbesia become a favorite field of 
emigration. If it possesses one-half the

men who sincerely desire to find 
out tho truth, differing from 
each other ho asks himself what is ho 
tli /it ho should take upon himself, to bo 
judge between them ? Hn is no 
wisor, no bettor, and not moro honest 
than those who differ with him on re- 
ligious subjects. Why should ho, then, 
blame his neighbor for not believing as 
bo does ? 

If men wore aH intelligent as they 
ought to be, they would not dream of 
Quarrelling with each other on account 
of differences of opinion in matters of 
religion. Tho men who throw stones at 
Arohbtshop Walsh took a great deal of 
trouble to prove to tho world that they 
possess neither sense nor religion, for if 
they bad either the ono or tho other 
they would not think of interfering 
with a fellow citizen in tho exereiso of 
bis religion. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

A DESPATCH from Port Arthur, re- 
ceived on Monday night, informed our 
readers that navigation on Lako Supe- 
rior was closed. In the Eastern prov- 
inces, winter has sot in. lu tho North- 
west, tho frost is severe. But here in 
liritiah Columbia thero is no sign of 
winter. Navigation is as free as it 
was in July. The weather is warm and 
sunny. Flowers are still blooming in 
the gardens. No one thinks of wear- 
ing a great-coat, and gloves are not 
needed for warmth. The weather 
would he regarded in the Bast aa fine 
for oarly autumn. Few people in East- 
ern Canada have any idea of the mild- 
nesa of the weather in British Colum- 
bia. Very many of them regard the 
accounts they hear of December 
roses, daisies and violets as 
travellers' talcs or stories invented by 
those whose object it is to boom the 
country. It ia exceedingly hard for an 
inhabitant of the Eastern Provinces to 
realize that there is any part of the 
Dominion free from frost and snow in 
December. He associates December with 
winter, and it appears to him out of tho 
course of nature that the sun should 
Bliine genially in that month and that 
the wind should be anything but pierc- 
ingly cobl. We trust that it will soon 
be known on the other side of tho con- 
tinent that the navigation is never closed 
In British Columbia; that ice and snow, 
when they do appear, only lost for a 
ory short time; in fact, that there is no 
winter worth speaking of in this pro- 
vince.

A DISGRACEFUL EXHIBITION. 

Wo arc not surprised to hear that 
Protestant clergymen condemn in the 
strongest terms the indignity offered to 
Archbishop Walsh hy the hoodlums of 
Toronto. It would lie well if some gen- 
tlemen, clerical as well as lay, in their 
denunciations of the Jesuits and of 
"Popery" remembered that the impres- 
sion made on the uncultivated and pre- 
judiced among their audience by their 
strong language is very different from 
that which they intend to convey. The 
orators themselves being Christian gen- 
tlemen would not dream of treating the 
the men of the order which they con- 
demn with disrespect. They are able 
to distinguish between a creed and 
those who believe in that creed. They 
can condemn a system, it may be, in 
language which Bounds harsh and even 
intemperate, without feeling the slight- 
ill-will towards those wdio aro under 
that system, and who live according to 
its rules. They may believe it to be 
their duty to paint tho Jesuit and the 
"Papist" in very dark colors indeed in 
the pulpit and upon the platform, but 
when they meet either of them in pri- 
vate life they may treat them, not only 
with civility, but with kindness and 
cordiality. Sox the Jesuit in tho ab- 
stract they have nothing but hard 
words, but they would defend the Jesuit 
in the concrete from any tiling which 
in their view appears like persecution. 
Hut those who have little cul- 
ture and no self-restraint cannot make 
these nice destinations, They beliey 
that the men whom they have heard 
condemned in such strong language aro 
their enemies and the enemies of the 
country, and should not lie tolerated 
Having a good deal of passion and very 
little religion, they, when opportunity 
offers, give way to their angry and in 
tolerant feelings, and do that which 
their teachers condemn and which bring 
reproach upon the whole body to which 
they belong. In speaking of those with 
whoso teachings they disagree and of 
whose practices they do not approve 
public speakers, whether clergymen or 
laymen, should be careful that they do 
not foster intolerance and encourage 
bigotry. The natural outcome of in- 
tolerance and bigotry is violence both 
of speech and act. In Montreal it is 
seen in Chiniquy riots, in Toronto in 
.-•toning an archbishop, and breaking the 
windows of a convents. 

Archbishop Walsh took the right OJ 
well as tho charitable view of the dis 
turbance when he said he knew the 
trouble which a few mischievous per- 
sons could make. It will always be 
found that the mischief-makers are, 
compared with the great body of their 
co-roligionista, few. The lesson of sol- 
oration in these days has been pretty 
well learned by men of all denomina- 
tions. In this country, where men of 
many creeds meet each other 
every day and have social 
and business intercourse with one 
another, it is impossible for the narrow- 
minded bigot lo make his co religionist 
believe that bis neighbor, whom he sees 
every day, and whose life and eonversa 
tion ho has observed, it may be, for 
years, is a monster of iniquity, whose 
company it is dangerous to keep. He 
has evidence that it would bo folly to 
attempt to impeach, that whatever hi 
view s on religious subjects may be, the 
man is an obliging neighbor, a true 
friend, a kind father, a considerate 
husband, anil in every relation of life 
good citizen. To dislike and avoid Htieh 
a man on account of dlfforeneos of opiri 
ion on some points of speculative reli 
gion, he feels lo be unreasonable in the 
extreme. He knows that his neigh 
hor's religion, whatever it may be, does 
not make him a bad man, and hu 
lisleus to the advice and Suggestions of 
the intolerant bigot with indignation 
and contempt. He, perhaps, wonder 
bow, in those days ami ill this country, 
thtbigol contrives lo survive. When 
he sees able, honesl and good men—

BY-LAW, 

Granting tho right and privilege of 
erecting, constructing, maintaining 
and operating a District Telegraph 
System in the City of Victoria, 
Provinco of British Columbia, to 
the undermentioned persons or their 
assigns. 



Bus it Unacted, by tlio Mnyornnd Council 
of tho Corporation of tlio City of Victoria, 
as follows:- 

Scction 1.— That F. F. Clark. C. O.I'crki 11s 
and J. V. Mclntyre, of I'ortTowiiHond.W.T., 
and F. G. Richards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, ami Uiolr assigns, 
hereinafter culled "grantees," bo nnd they 
hereby nro granted for tho period of CO 
years, tho right and privilege of erootlnR, 
constructing;! inniiitniiiing, and operating 
and using in, ulonif, and over and under 
any and all tho streets of tho City of 
Victoria, what is known as tho District 
Telegraph System. 

Section 2.— The snid grantees shall have 
the right Lo and shall cruet tho poles nnd 
stretch tho wires of their said Telegraph 
System sons not to interfere with the free 
and unobstructed use of the streets for 
travel, and shall erect tho polos of their 
telegraph at, such points In the streets and 
place the wires of thoir telegraph utsueh 
points and utsueh height, as shall ho desig- 
nated by tlio street committee of suld city. 
Said poles shall be drossed nnd pointed in 
a neat and satisfactory manner and shall 
not be less than thirty (ISO) foet in height 
and properly proportioned throughout, 
subject to tho diroction nnd control of the 
committee on street improvements of said 
city. 

Section 3.— That whenever it shall be- 
come necessary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
Into or in any manner interfere with any 
public street or any part thereof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have the 
right so to do, and shall -without delay put 
tho street in as good condition OS it was 
before It was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the street all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused Lhoreby. 

Section I,— That whenever any person or 
persons, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of the committee 
on streets and public property to remove 
any building, structure orodlilco through 
any street or streets of said city of Victo- 
ria, with which the lines or wires of the 
grantees shall in any manner interfere, t he 
said grantees shall, upon twenty-four hours 
notice from such person or persons, com- 
pany or corporation, raise or remove said 
lines or wires so us to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
structure or edi lice, and if the said grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raise such line or lines, snid line 
or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
st reet, commissioner lit the expense of said 
grantees so as to admit of tho free passage 
of such building or other edillcu or struc 
turo. 

Section 5.— That whenever it, shall be 
necessary in grading any street or alley of 
sr.id city, or in building any sidewalk, or 
making any other improvement thereon, 
to remove any pole or poles belonging to 
said grantees, or on which any line orlincs, 
wire or wires, belonging to said granl ees 
shall bo stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon receiving twenty-four 
hours nolicu from tho contractor, or other 
poraon having charge of hucIi grading or 
other improvement, remove such polo or 
poles, and if said grantees upon such notice 
shall neglect or refuse to move such polo 
or poles, then such pole or poles shall be 
removed by tho street commissioner at the 
expense of said grantees. 

Section 6.— That it shall bo unlawful for 
any person unless authorized by said 
grantees to interfere, meddle with, Injure 
or remove any of the telegraph pules, wires, 
boxes or apparatus belonging or appertain- 
ing to said telegraph system, Provided, 
however, that the poles and other appara- 
tus of said grantees may be removed in the 
rhannor provided in Section 5 hereof. 

Section 7.— That tho said grantees here- 
by agree and covenant to indemnify the 
Corporation of tlie City of A r ictoriu from 
any injury arising from or any casualty or 
accident to person or property by reason of 
any neglect or omission to keep said poles 
and wires in a sale condition, and for all 
valid claims against said city fo.- damage 
caused by said poles or wires, or hy any 
works, alterations, repairs or Improve- 
ments in connection with tho works herein 
contemplated.

GKEAT IMPROVEMENT. 

The Legislative HalU Remodelled and hn 
proved Itoth Inside and Out. 

Anyone who attended the sessions of 
the ProvinciaPjLegislature during this or 
previous years, must have sympathized 
with the law-makers of British Colum 
bia over the barn like desolation of 
their assembly room. The old legis 
lative hall was thoroughly unlit for the 
use to which it was put in this age of 
improvement. 

Rising to the occasion the Govern 
ment have had the legislative buildin; 
so completely remodelled and modern 
ized that no old acquaintance would 
recognize it. The roof has been sup 
planted by a new one. A brick extension 
has been made to the back of the main 
building, providing a more convenient 
and comfortable room for Mr. 
Speaker and another for committee 
work. The spectators' gallvriaa 1 

been extended and furnished will 
more comfortable seats, while th 
press galleries are better lighted than 
they were before. The antiquated fire 
places on the floor of the house havi 
disappeared, and the Speaker's throne 
thoroughly renovated, lias been placet 
about twelve feet further back. The 
throne and dais, in the new order of 
things, is backed by a blind arch, with 
massive bronze pillars oil either side, 
ttnd Hanked by open arches, admitting 
to an airy passage, which separates th 
main building from the committee am 
Speaker's rooms. 

A great part of the old woodwork ha 
disappeared, and the very objectiouabl 
Hat roof and skylight of early days ha 
gone as well. The new roof is vaulted 
and handsomely frescoed, the patterns 
being most artistic and the colors bril- 
liant and harmonious. The vaulted 
ceiling, where it merges into the glast 
roof, is heavily gold corniced, while 
gold bands relieve the frescoing where- 
ever a pleasing effect can thereby lx 
produced. The walls are also hand- 
somely frescoed, both above and below 
the galleries, while the woodwork is fin- 
ished in oak und very carefully grained 

Modern windows make the ventila- 
tion as well us the lighting better than 
formerly, while the hot water pipes 
have been arranged to produce the most 
comfortable effect when heat is required. 
New gas fixtures have been introducer 
the pillars supporting tlie galleries liav 
been painted in imitation of black 
veined marble, and the desks of all th 
members have been painted and polished 
in imitation ebony with trimmings of 
gold. The carpets and hangings about, 
Mr. Speaker's throne are all to be new 
and of the best, and the library, and 
other rooms attached have also had the 
same radical improvements made to 
them as have been made in the assembly 
room. 

The contract for the woodwork was 
held by Messrs. Smith k Clark, while 
Messrs. V. Sturdy k Sons have done all 
Ihe work of painting anil decorating.

THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER 

To the Minister of Ousters on tho Buntleil 
Freight Question. 

Following is a copy of tho letter of 
the board of trade forwarded to the 
minister of customs on the 25th Novem- 
ber, in reply to one received from Otta- 
wa, relating to the Order-in-Counoil re. 
Canadian bonded freight: — 

British Coltmuu Board ok Xiudk, 
Victoria, B.C., 25th Nov. 1889. 
Sin,— I have the honor lo acknowledge 
receipt of your letter dated llth Inst., anil 
to express the thanks of this Hoard for tbo 
very full mid careful consideration which 
vou have devoted to tho matter of coast- 
ing, recently submitted to you. 

It is to be much regrottod that I lie Beard 
in askiiiK for an impartial administration 
of thoCoast'ng Laws (as you remark, with- 
out reservations! did not. more el earl v 
emphasizii the coiiiphiiul which uiiinii.it nil 
from the Canadian Pacillc Navigation 
Company, and which tho Board considered 
hail special refcruueo lo tho cases or the 
American steamers Mirhitiun ami l.tikmt. 
In carrying cargo between various dllt'er- 
Oli t points on our coast, arid which were 
i ii ed as infract ions of I he Coasting Lows. 

With reference, however, lo regular 
daily (American) Bteamors bringing Can- 
adian bonded koimIs hi Brilisli Coluniliia 
from Puget Sound, State of Washington, 
U.S.A., our coasting trade is not. Jeopar- 
dised thereby, seeing tli.u said steamers 
merely make t be final "haul" of said Canad- 
ian bonded goods to oncCanatlian port only, 
no Brilisli steamer being at present avail 
able for the purpose. Indeed, I he privilegi 
has boon already roclprocatod by the 
United States authorities permitting oni 
of our local steamers to carry Aincricai' 
bonded goods from the port of Vanconvoi 
to one port of entry in tlie 1'niteil Slates 
To tho porl of Victoria Dartlculrirly tliesi 
facilities form a most important and vahi 
able connection In tho conduct of a consul 
erahle liailie in freight, passengers a>d 
malls, und to cut oil' these fucilil it's at the 
present time would lie inflicting a most 
disastrous blow lo our commerce, while ii 
no way conserving the shipping interest 
as they at present exist, and I cannot loi 
strongly Impress upon your dcpartmonl
